Summary of reasons for decision: 

This sexually explicit DVD requires four excisions to the feature to remove sequences where 
women are subjected to strongly degrading and demeaning sexual conduct which is filmed in a 
manner which exacerbates the effect. The depictions present women purely as a spectacle, 
enduring rather than enjoying the sexual activity. This sends a message that women in general 
may be degraded and demeaned in this way as a matter of course, regardless of their approval or 
enjoyment, and it encourages the viewer to become sexually aroused by their degradation. 

In this case the distributor decided not to make the excision, and the DVD is therefore classified 
as objectionable. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
(NZBR Act) on the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this publication 
interferes with the right to freedom of expression. Howevep given the nature of the material, this 
classification is reasonable, demonstrably justified and represents the minimum interference with 
the right to freedom of expression set out in the NZBR Act It is the minimum limitation 
required in order to prevent the likelihood of injury to the public good from material that 
strongly degrades and demeans women.
